Given the critical role of spectrum in public safety communications, any 
changes should be carefully evaluated to avoid any adverse effects on 
emergency response systems. Ensuring that public safety communications 
remain robust and reliable is essential, and the proposed rulemaking must 
address how it will protect these vital services. 


5. Transparency and Stakeholder Engagement: 


I urge the FCC to ensure a transparent and inclusive process in evaluating 
this petition. Adequate time for public comment and a comprehensive review 
of all potential impacts are crucial for making informed decisions. Engaging 
with a diverse range of stakeholders can provide valuable insights and help 
mitigate any unintended consequences of the proposed changes. 


In conclusion, while I understand the importance of updating and modernizing 
spectrum management, the potential risks and impacts of the NextNav 
petition warrant careful reconsideration. I respectfully request that the FCC 


take these concerns into account and ensure that any rulemaking aligns with 
the broader public interest and maintains a balanced approach to spectrum 
management.
